They have pledged them- 
eelvea to give at least one hour of their 
time daily, including materials, to men 
selected for

The Preparedness League, started by 


Dr. J. W. beach of Buffalo., to under 
the direction of Director General Dr. 
Charles P. Ash, New York, and Is be- 
\\ftg carried on with the approval of the 
rsiirgebn generals of the army and nayy. 
Dental colleges are contributing their 
equipment, aiid material to 


According to the present law, only 


one dentist is alloted to every, 1,000 
men. 
The League is supplementing 


this work of making recruits dentally 
fit, by making not only fillings and ex- 
tractions, but by supplying thousands 
of crpwns and bridges free. In this way 
many thousands of men, who had less 
than the minimum, dental requirements 
to fit them for service, are able to be 
inducted into .service. 
It is estimated that if the mouths of 


American soldiers be kept clean from 
diseased teeth, 20 .per cent of the.men 
in hospitals, because of-dental infec- 
tions, will be available for service in 
the trenches, and the 20 per cent of ex- 
tra beds will be available 
for 
men 
wounded >in war. ;. Thus, not only will 
the e*iciehcy.of-'the army -be increased, 
but its mpr»le.' ,

Statistics f visa hospitals at the front, 


show thateSSO per cent of the'men in 
the sick Wards are there because of 
diseases,.arising from diseased teeth.

There are 
48,664 dentists in the 
United States .and ttie lieague is trying 
to obtain a 100 per cent membership 
at $1 a year. 
The only expense is 


for the 'distribution of literature and 
correspondence. 
The League is 'divided into six mili- 


tary departments headed by a director 
in each department. . Bach 
of these 
directorates in turn is sub-divided and 
managed by a director for each state, 
under whom are sub-directors for cities 
and counties: Most Of the energies of 
the League will be devoted 
to men 
qualified for,military service. 


"There 'are men," explained Dr. 


Ash. "whc» will do the actual fighting 
and who must live, in the trenches, 
and who are more subject to sickness 
and infection. 
The most important 


thing, to do for these men .is to rid 
their mouths of bad roots and infected 
teeth,'-of any tooth having a history 
of periodical abscess. The lack of the 
minimiim number of teeth does not ex- 
cuse" any""man'Trom "military service, 
but only from , general military .se.r- 
vice.

"In all states, dentists haye been ap- 
pointed members of the Medical Boards, 
thtiti' enabling co-operation of 
physi- 
ctahi and dentists. On every 
local 
board dentists who have volunteered 
their services have been appointed.. It 
is the duty of these men to examine 
the-mouths, of registrants 
and send 


iose certified 
for general 
military 


service to members of the Prepared- 
ness League. 
"It is inevitable some men will have 
been sent to camp as certified for Class 
1-A, who should have been certified for 
special 
or limited military service. 


When such a man is re-examined and. 
sent back from camp, it means expense 
and embarrassment. 
The principal 


thing the government is anxious to 
guard against is injustice to the regis- 
trant. Thus if the recruit's teeth are 
examined by the dental representative 
on the local board, the possibility, of 
passing men who have less than the 
minimum dental requirements will be 
appreciably reduced." 


Licking county may well be proud of 


the work her dentists are doing as mem- 
bers of this league. The organization in 
this state is made up of a number of 
units consisting of one. two! or three 
counties each. The W. D. Miller unit 
is composed Of 28-dentists in Knox and 
Licking counties, 19 or whom are in 
Licking. The records of Knox county

cently been fully equipped to do con- 
structive work on the teeth of the in 
ducted men and much of this work 
woujd have gone • undone had not the 
civilian dentists come to the rescue.

however, with base hospitals 


fully outfitted with not only the latest 
and most up-to-date surgical and niedi 
eal equipment, but also with most com 
plete and elaborate dental outfits. the 
'army dentists are enabled to do most 
of the work required to put the mouths 
of the men in a safe condition for mili- 
tary duty.

The preparedness league, however, 


stin will continue to be an important 
factor in making the inducted men dent- 
ally fit. There .are, however, a few 
points about free ^.dental service to be 
brought to the notice of the public a* 
this time. 
...... 
Through a . communication from th«» 


president of the league, the league re- 
quests its members to give eac.1i drafted 
man one hour of free dental service '. 
This will lie given without question as 
to ability to pay. , When this hour's 
work is completed the dentist is at lib 
erty to inquire as to the ability of tho 
registrant to 
aft fee ,. to. , have his 


work completed should additional work 
be required. Should he prove himself 
worthy of further free service, the den-1 
tists may continue J3Uch service in the] 
"name 'of the league." Such service' 
only is reported to the league. 


Dental: work for which a fee is re- 


ceived from a drafted man is not Pre- 
paredness League work. Such work has 
not and will not be reported for league 
records. 
"As dentists," says Dr. Rohrer, "we 


are trying to .do what we can with the 
talents and skill which we possess and 
by giving our services free of charge 
to the drafted men. We give it freely 
and without restraint, and are glad of 
the opportunity to give of that which 
we have to help win the war."

NO DIVIDED GOVERNMENT 


(N«w York W»fld, Oet •, 1t1§.) 


In the midst of war a national election la a national misfortune, which 


r may easily be turned Into a national calamity. 


This fact Is universally recognized. 
The parliamentary system of 


Great Uritaln has made it easy for that country to avoid a general elec- 
tion during four years of war. but there la no eacape for the United 
States. The mandate of the constitution Is Inexorable. 
A house of rep- 


resentatives and one-third of the senate muat be chosen in November, 
come what may. 


In the circumstances the only issue of the campaign is whether the 
| American people will carry on the war and establish peace through a 


united government or try to do it through a divided government. 
That 


Is what the election will decide, and by that decision the country must 


, abide until March 4. 1921. 
i 
\o question of patriotism Is Involved In this election. No sane man 


i doubts that a Republican congress will be as patriotic, In the accepted 


sense of the word, as a Democratic congress. 
No sane man doubts 


that a Republican congress will be as 
loyal 
to 
the flag and aa 


eager to win the war as a Democratic congress. 
There are individual 


Republican candidates who ought to be beaten on the issue of patriotism, 
and there are Individual Democrats who have proved equally unworthy. 
but these particular cases do not affect the general rule that there Is 
nothing to choose between the patriotism of the two parties. 


Nevertheless, the election of a Republican house or a Republican 


senate might readily work more Injury to the United States than Ger- 
many itself is capable of inflicting. That could come about for the simple 
reason that politics is politics and politicians are politicians. 


A Republican victory in the congressional election would be inter- 


preted by the Republican leaders as proof that the country had repudi- 
ated President Wilson's conduct of the war and his terms of peace. 
They 


would have a right to so interpret it, and to act accordingly. They would 
inevitably seek to wrest the conduct of the war from the president's 
hands, as the/ did one* before, when they seized upon the scheme for a 
war cabinet. 
They would 
likewise 
put forth 
their own peace pro- 


gram, however much It conflicted with the president's program. 
They 


could well say, in answer to all criticism, that that is what they 
were put in power to do, and that if the country had been satisfied with 
President Wilson's way of doing things it would have kept the president's 
party in control of congress. 


All this would mean a kind of political civil w«r within the govern- 


ment of the United States while the nation was engaged in the greatest 
foreign war of all history. 
Unless the president was prepared to abdi- 


cate and resign he would be bound to resist the encroachments of a 
Republican congress, and whoever triumphed the war-making power of 
the United States would be weakened, while the peace-making power 
might be nullified. 


These are not idle conjectures. 
They are supported by the whole 


political experience of the American people. Just how the election of 
a Republican congress would be interpreted in Germany we can only 
guess. No other man in the world is so bitterly hated within the kaiser's 
realms as President Wilson. 
No other man's political discomfiture or 


embarrassment would be so enthusiastically welcomed. 
All the power 


of the German propaganda was thrown against him in 1916, and if he 
were to lose congress in 1918 every German newspaper would point to 
the result as conclusive proof of the familiar German contention that 
President Wilson forced the United States into the war contrary to the 
wishes of the American people. 


This, however, is the least serious aspect of the foreign situation, 


because Germany is going to be beaten regardless of what the Germans 
think of the November elections. What is far more Important is the effect 
in Great Britain, France and Italy in respect to President Wilson's foreign 
policies. He is recognized today as the leader of world democracy, but 
it must be remembered that his foreign policies have never been accepted 
by British, French or Italian imperialists, who have no more liking for 
a Democratic peace than the Junkers themselves. These elements have 
been submerged by the great waves of popular approval that have been 
accorded to President Wilson's peace program, but they will quickly 
come to the surface again if they have reason to believe that the pres- 
ident has been repudiated by a majority of the American people. 


To divide the United States government in time of war is a dan- 


gerous and desperate expedient which can be justified only by the grav- 
est of political reasons. 
No such reasons exist. 
No argument can be 


a«*vanced in favor of a change which is not trivial and foolish in view 
of the tremendous consequences involved. We do not mean by this that 
the Democrats in congress are collectively superior to the Republicans 
to any respect whatever, for we do not believe they are. The fact is 
that both parties in congress are bankrupt In leadership and have" failed 
miserably in every field of statesmanship to which war opened the doors 
of opportunity. 
If congress has become merely an instrument to register 


the war policies of the president it is because congress itself has been 
without a single constructive policy of its own, and except for the pres- 
ident's intervention the country would be floundering in a bog of legisla- 
tive incompetency. 
v 


The World holds no brief for the Democratic congress as a congress. 


No newspaper has spoken more freely of its limitations and its lack of 
vision, and we should be ashamed to advocate the election of a Demo- 
cratic congress for any reason so base and sordid as partisan advantage. 
But whatever its faults, the present congress has been a congress that 
has not obstructed the conduct of the war, and, thanks to party dis- 
cipline, the president has been able to obtain from it the greatest and 
best war measures that any congress ever enacted. An army of 1,800,000 
American troops in France who are the military equals of any troops in 
the world, with reinforcements crossing the ocean in an uninterrupted pro- 
cession of 300,000 a month, is the unanswerable reply to all criticism of 
these measures and to the manner in which they have ..been carried out. 


The words Democratic and Republican have little real meaning today, 


but the old party lines still exist, the old party prejudices and passions 
and ambitions have not been eradicated by the war. Politicians remain 
politicians, and the smaller they are the greater their capacity for evil 
when they are intrusted with power. 


The American people want President "Wilson to wte this war. We 


believe they want a peace in accordance with the president's enlightened 
program which has appealed so vividly to the imagination and idealism 
of the common people of the whole world. If that to the case, the least 
they can do is to give him a congress that will not harass him, that will 
not bedevil him, that will not obstruct kirn—a congress that will be cotn- 
pellei by the unwritten law of American politics to support and sustain 
him in carrying through this mighty task. They can not expect the pres- 
ident to succeed if they wantonly or frivolously add to his burdens by 
electing a congress to oppose him. When they go to the polls they must 
remember that his failure will be their failure and his success will be 
their success. 
No divided government ever inarched triumphantly to 


vtrforr.

According to bulletins received by the 


local draft board 35 towns have com- 
pleted the classification of men between 
19-36, and completed the physical exam- 
ination of all men in Class 1. These 
figures show a greater divergency than 
in the former classification.

It Is absurd 
for us to use the metric system for our 
money and yet cling to 'the archaic 
"yard," "pound" and "gallon." These 
terms 
are 
Anglo-Saxon traditions, 


childish In these days. 


The growth of our large cities has 


almost destroyed the old-time exact 
appreciation of weights and measures 
by our people. 
The latest generation 


in the cities does not know what a 
"bushel," "peck" or "quart" actually Is, 
nor do they know correctly what a 
"gallon," "quart" or "pint" Is. Per- 
haps only automobillsts can visualize 
a "gallon." "Pint" in a big city means 
a queer, varying quantity of liquid 
held in a bottle or pull. This quantity 
is rarely an exact pint 


The city population buys Its vege- 


tables and fruit supplies mostly by 
"basket" or "bag," without any regard 
to the old "dry measure" of the arith- 
metics. One of the queerest luibits 
that has grown up in cities is the buy- 
ing of such things as sugar and Hour 
in packages of "3% pounds" each. 
We have clung to the "pound" wlfih 
some intelligence—because it is a vital 
necessity in the absence of the more 
scientific "gram," and the "mile"—in 
sheer necessity because we have not 
yet the International "kilometer."

Increasing pressure by the Ger- 
man people to end the war before an- 
other winter sets in was considered by 
others as daily^making it more difficult 
for the government to do other than 
allow the terms of an armistice to be 
laid down at least. 


Details of an .armistice can be ar- 


ranged prior to the reaching of a com- 
plete agreement on terms of peace, it 
was pointed out. and such details may 
be announced while the basis of peace 
is being worked out.

Fred W. Simpson, a former chauf- 


feur of this city, has written a letter 
from France telling of his work as a 
truck driver supplying the firing lines. 
He tells ol the scores of towns and 
villages that he has passed through 
and which were wrecked by the Huns 
and hundreds of homes devastated by 
the Germans. 
His letter, which was 


received by A. P. Teuscher, follows: 


"I am still kicking around and trying 


to do my bit toward chasing 
thete 


Huns back \vhere 'chey 
belong, and 


further than that, If necessary. 
The 


boys sure had them going for awhile, 
and if I ever worked in my life it was 
then. 
We had to drive both day and 


night for a while and get what rest we 
could in our trucks. 


"I guess you received my card, say- 


ing I was back with my old job again, 
after chasing Huns around for longer 
time than I ever hope to chase them 
again. 


"And 
say, Dutch, you made my 


mouth water when you spoke of chick- 
en fry- They don't make 'slum' out of 
chicken, or at least I have never dis- 
covered anything like that in it, and 
you can just bet I'll not be backward 
in taking >ou up for that eating pro- 
position if I ever light around West 
Main street again. I also might root 
into that garden of yours, i£ you still 
have it. 
"It has been raining for about three 


days, and believe me it is some muddy. 
I suppose I will have to go out to- 
night, and it isn't quite like driving 
in civilian life, as we can't 
have a 


light of any kind, and you do well to 
see the road half the tune. I'll have to 
watch myself when I get back, or I 
will be trying to run without lights, 
f>nd then Chief Sheridan will have a 
job."I can't tellxyou much of my work, 
only I have been 'up there' for over 
two months, back for a rest and now 
I am up again and ready to work until 
we are relieved again. 
I have seen 


hundreds of towns all blown to hell, 
and then when the Germans were 
pushed back these old French people 
moved in and started to repair their 
homes. 
Some 
of 
them 
left 
early 


enough to take along their household 
goods with them, while others were 
lucky to get out themselves At one 
place I saw a whole side of a house 
blown out and the furniture was right 
In its place 
and had been hardly 


touched. Then m other places the fur 
niture would look like a cyclone had hit 
it and jou couldn't make one good 
chair or table out of the whole mess. 


"I am having an awful time getting 


this letter written. I had to walk about 
three miles to get the paper, and then 
when I went to get my pen I found 
some one had drained the ink bottle, 
so had to borrow some ink or berry 
juice or whatevet it Was. It is French 
I "guess, and these French don't kriow 
•much about making ink." '
